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Call  for  Nominations 


This  is  your  official  call  for  nomination  of  officers  to  serve  in  the  1995- 
1996  term,  as  required  by  the  bylaws. 

Who  must  be  nominated? 

Candidates  for  the  offices  of  President,  First  Vice  President,  Second 
Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  all  District  Governors.  Each 
current  officeholder  is  eligible  to  serve  an  additional  term. 

Who  may  make  nominations? 

Any  individual  member  of  TNA  may  nominate  any  individual  who  is  a 
regular,  associate  or  life  member  of  TNA  to  the  offices  of  President, 
First  Vice  President.  Second  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Any  TNA  Chapter  may  nominate  any  individual  who  is  a  regular, 
associate  or  life  member  of  TNA,  and  who  also  resides  the  Chapter's 
district,  to  the  office  of  District  Governor  for  that  district. 

What  restrictions  are  there? 

1)  No  one  may  serve  as  President  unless  he  or  she  has  previously 
served  in  an  elective  office  of  TNA. 

2)  Any  nominee  who  would  handle  or  have  access  to  TNA  funds  must  be 
bondable. 

3)  A  nominee  for  an  office  of  District  Governor  must  be  a  resident  of 
the  district  he  or  she  would  represent. 

4)  All  nominees  must  be  willing  to  serve,  and  must  accept  their 
nominations  in  writing. 

How  are  nominations  made? 

They  must  be  made  in  writing  and  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
nominee's  acceptance,  both  of  which  are  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

When  must  the  nominations  be  received? 

Not  later  than  January  1,  1995. 

What  must  each  nominee  do? 

1)  Agree  to  serve  the  Association  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  ability. 

2)  Prepare  a  letter  of  acceptance  to  accompany  the  nomination. 

3)  Submit  a  short  biographical  sketch,  suitable  for  publication  in  the 
TNA  News,  with  the  nomination.

I  don't  know 
about  you,  but  I  started  collecting  coins  when  I  was  about  seven  years 
old.  I  must  have  looked  through  the  coins  in  my  grandmother's  piggy 
bank  a  thousand  times.  Coins  that  went  in  that  pig  in  EF45,  were 
probably  VG8  by  the  time  I  had  convinced  myself  that  I  didn't  need  to 
check  them  over  "just  one  more  time."  Even  though  I  got  distracted  from 
the  hobby  a  few  years  later  (Miss  Liberty  is  attractive,  but  living, 

breathing  girls  are  even  more  attractive  to  a  teenage  boy),  I  returned  to 

the  hobby  in  adulthood.  Both  of  my  kids  are  interested  in  numismatics, 
and  even  though  Aidan  is  currently  experiencing  some  of  the  same 
distractions  that  I  did,  he  often  expresses  interest  in  my  acquisitions  of 
books,  tokens,  or  coins.  I  think  many  people's  collecting  history  is  much 
like  Aidan's  and  mine. 

As  you  should  already  know,  TNA  has  recently  embarked  on  a 
program  of  its  own  to  encourage  kids  to  become  involved  with 
numismatics,  and  has  tied  it  to  excellence  in  academics.  Our  Coins  for 
A's  program  looks  like  a  winner!  Report  cards  have  just  started  to  be 
issued  for  this  new  school  year,  so  there  hasn't  been  much  of  a  chance 

for  the  kids  to  send  them  in  yet,  but  the  donations  from  adults  have  been 

very  impressive.  Thus  far,  I  have  received  donations  of  numismatic 
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material  or  cash  from  the  Tyler  Coin  Club,  South  Plains  Coin  Club,  Heart 
of  Texas  Coin  Club,  Helen  Snider,  Barbara  Lowell,  Frank  Clark,  Ray 
Whyborn  and  a  gentleman  identifying  himself  only  as  "John"  from  Plano. 
Coins  have  been  distributed  to  3rd-grader  Jacob  Morris,  of  Moore 
Elementary  in  Cypress-Fairbanks  ISD,  El  Paso  ISO  6th-grader  Angela 
Miller,  and  Ariel  Metzger,  4th-grader  at  Faubion  Elementary  in  Leander 
ISD.  I  expect  any  day  now  to  find  a  pile  of  mail  from  the  districts  where 
I  know  or  strongly  suspect  that  the  program  has  been  heavily  promoted: 
Fort  Bend,  El  Paso.  Cypress-Fairbanks,  Leander,  Ausitn  and  Round  Rock, 
to  name  but  a  few.  Please  take  the  time  to  photocopy  the  announcement 
on  page  10  of  this  issue  and  distribute  it  at  your  local  schools.  Have 
your  children,  grandchildren,  nieces,  nephews  and  neighbors  carry 
copies  of  it  to  their  teachers.  I  personally  have  handed  copies  of  it  to 
various  school  administrators  and  teachers  in  Leander,  and  it  has  been 
well-received  I  will  be  taking  copies  for  distribution  at  Brown 
Elementary  in  Austin  ISD,  where  I  am  doing  some  volunteer  work  as  a 
mathematics  tutor.

Well,  you  made  it.  It  was  a  great  summer  . .a  little  hot,  and  maybe  a 
bit  too  hectic,  but,  hey,  isn't  that  what  summer's  all  about?  And  now  the 
kids  are  back  in  school.  You  did  everything  you  could  to  get  them  ready 
-  new  school  supplies  and  clothes. ..maybe  even  a  new  alarm  clock!  But 
I'll  bet  it  never  occurred  to  you  to  get  them  really  ready  tor  school... or 
maybe  even  for  life,  .by  encouraging  them  to  start  a  collection  of  a  few, 
inexpensive  coins. 

This  is  "A-N-A's  Money  Talks."  Educators  and  doctors  agree  that  one 
of  the  most  important  tasks  of  parenting  is  teaching  children  to  be 
patient.  Doctors  tell  us  that  children  who  learn  to  be  patient  will  be 
better  able  to  cope  with  life's  many  stresses  and  crises,  once  they 
grow  up. 

The  eminent  psychiatrist,  Theodore  Rubin,  says  children  should  be 
encouraged  to  take  part  in  activities  in  which  patience  leads  to  a 
personal  reward.  Rubin  specifically  suggest  fishing,  working  on  jigsaw 
puzzles,  and  coin  collecting. 

But  how  do  you  get  a  child  interested  in  coin  collecting,  especially  if 
you’re  not  a  collector  yourself?  With  small  kids,  get  some  shiny  coins... 
maybe  they  could  all  have  dates  from  the  year  the  child  was  born. ..and 
look  at  them  together.  Besides  the  date,  look  for  the  mintmark.  This 
tells  where  the  coins  were  made..."P"  for  Philadelphia,  ”D”  for  Denver, 
"S’  for  San  Francisco. 

Tell  your  child  a  story  about  the  president  whose  portrait  appears 
on  the  coin.  Perhaps  your  child  will  want  to  collect  a  coin  for  each  year 
in  a  coin's  series.  For  example,  Lincoln  cents  have  been  made  each  year 
since  1909,  and  the  Kennedy  half-dollar  since  1964. 

You  might  have  your  child  collect  coins  from  the  countries  of  your 
family's  ancestors.  Foreign  coins,  both  old  ones  and  those  in  circulation, 
are  inexpensive  -  and  they  can  serve  as  a  springboard  for  learning  more 
about  other  countries.  Think  about  mounting  the  coins  on  a  world  map. 
With  over  250  countries  today,  that's  quite  a  challenge.

Frank  Galindo  of  San  Antonio  has  served  as  District  VII  Governor  for 
the  past  fifteen  and  one-half  years  He  is  an  honorary  life  member  of 
TNA,  a  life  member  of  the  Society  of  Ration  Token  Collectors,  the 
Gateway  Coin  Club,  the  Alamo  Coin  Club,  and  the  American  Numismatic 
Association.  He  also  holds  memberships  in  the  Maximilian  Numismatic 
and  Historical  Society  and  The  Elongated  Collectors. 

Frank  is  past  president  of  the  Society  of  Ration  Token  Collectors, 
having  served  two  terms;  he  also  served  as  assistant  treasurer.  In 
June,  1977,  he  was  presented  with  the  coveted  Roy  F.  Gates  Award  for 
his  outstanding  service  to  the  Society  of  Ration  Token  Collectors,  an 
international  numismatic  organization. 

He  was  also  the  recipient  of  the  Lewis  M.  Reagan  Memorial  Award, 
presented  at  the  1980  TNA  convention,  for  doing  the  most  to  promote 
numismatics  in  Texas  throughout  the  year. 

In  1983,  he  received  a  patriotic  service  award  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  the  Treasury  for  his  numismatic  memorabilia 
exhibits. 

In  1984,  both  Frank  and  his  wife,  Karla,  received  the  Numismatic 
Ambassador  Award  presented  by  Chet  Krause  of  Numismatic  News. 
Fundamentally,  the  award  is  intended  to  reward  deserving  collectors 
for  their  faithful  devotion  to  the  hobby. 

Frank  served  on  the  1986  Texas  Sesquicentennial  Committee.  One  of 
his  contributions  was  the  design  of  a  special  TNA  cachet  to  honor  the 
Texas  Sesquicentennial.  He  also  designed  a  special  commemorative 
medal,  featuring  the  Alamo,  to  honor  the  event.  In  September  of  that 
year,  he  was  appointed  TNA  Medals  Officer,  and  currently  continues  to 
serve  in  that  position. 

In  1987,  he  introduced  a  special  program  for  young  numismatists, 
which  became  known  as  the  TNA  Bronze  Medal  Project.  The  program 
began  on  January  2,  1988  and  continued  through  December  31.  The 
program  was  designed  to  help  keep  young  numismatists  interested  and 
involved  in  the  hobby,  as  well  as  to  promote  TNA  medals.  The  TNA 
Bronze  Medal  Project  was  publicized  in  many  hobby  publications, 
including  The  Numismatist,  Numismatic  News,  Coin  World  and  First 
Strike. 

Frank  also  conducted  the  first  successful  drive  to  sell  TNA's  surplus 
bronze  medals.  He  asked  all  TNA  district  governors  and  other  officers 
to  help  promote  and  sell  the  medals. 

During  the  1988  TNA  convention,  Frank  and  Karla  were  presented 
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the  1987  VIP  award  for  signing  up  the  most  new  members  for  TNA  He 
was  also  awarded  an  Honorary  Life  Membership  for  his  contributions 
over  the  years  to  TNA.  He  also  created  the  new  TNA  logo,  with  an 
updated  design,  while  keeping  the  basic  idea  of  the  original. 

In  1990,  Frank  designed  a  TNA  convention  cachet  and,  as  editor  of 
the  Gateway  Coin  Club's  publication,  The  Gatepost,  was  the  recipient  of 
the  TNA's  Best  Club  Newsletter  Award. 

He  was  elected  president  of  the  Gateway  Coin  Club  in  1993  and  is 
currently  serving  in  that  position.  Frank  has  served  as  the  editor  of  The 
Gatepost  since  1988 

Both  Frank  and  Karla  have  placed  numismatic  exhibits  at  coin  shows 
throughout  Texas,  as  well  as  at  several  ANA  conventions.  They  have 
won  numerous  awards,  including  Best  of  Show. 

Frank  designed  several  TNA  certificates  used  by  the  TNA  secretary 
and  news  editor.  He  also  hand  lettered  many  of  the  TNA  certificates 
that  have  been  presented  to  individuals  and  clubs  over  the  years.

Author's  note  This  article  is  submitted  by  Francis  P  Smith,  president  ot  the  Austin 
Texas  Coin  Club.  The  information  lor  the  article  was  written  lor  me  by  my  mother. 
Josephine  Metcalfe  Smith,  who  has  firsthand  knowledge  ot  the  McDade  banks 

"And  then  there  was  McDade”  the  historians  add  like  a  postscript  or 
a  footnote,  but  McDade  was  always  an  entity  on  its  own,  from  1840 
when  the  San  Jacinto  hero.  Jesse  Billingsley,  was  granted  land.  What 
Texan  is  there  who  has  not  heard  of  the  gambling,  drinking,  shooting 
lifestyle  in  that  community,  especially  the  story  of  the  "Christmas 
shoot-out"?  But  who  hears  that  here  was  the  first  railhead  in  the 
county  and  enough  business  in  and  out  that  planters,  merchants  and 
cattlemen  needed  a  bank?  Who  has  heard  that  at  one  end  of  its  main 
street  was  a  saloon,  at  the  other  end  (one  block)  was  a  State  bank,  and 
that  when  each  liquidated,  it  became  the  U.S.  Post  Office? 

When  the  H&TC  railroad  made  McDade  the  railhead  in  1871,  it 
became  the  proverbial  boom  town.  The  town  fathers  first  went  after  a 
privately-funded  bank,  the  American  Exchange  Bank  (unincorporated)  of 
Elkhart,  Texas.  It  could  not  handle  all  the  town's  business,  so  a  State 
bank  was  sought  in  1913.  They  found  a  young  man  with  training, 
experience,  and  good  credentials,  but  a  poor  salary;  application  was 
made  to  the  Department  of  Insurance  and  Banking,  which  sent  out  forms 
to  complete,  and  even  instructions  on  how  to  do  so. 

On  April  22.  1913,  the  first  stockholders'  meeting  was  held  in  the 
McDade  Mercantile  Company  office,  where  one  hundred  shares  were 
sold  at  $100.00  each.  Each  certificate  bore  the  legend.  "$10,000.00 
Capital  Stock."  Young  men  dreamed  dreams  in  those  days.  First  order  of 
business  was  to  elect  a  custodian  of  funds,  empowered  to  see  that 
shares  were  paid  for  in  "lawful  money."  This  is  of  note  in  a  town  with 
such  an  "unlawful"  reputation!  Also,  since  the  vote  was  to  adopt  the 
Guaranty  Fund  plan,  the  name  became  the  McDade  Guaranty  State  Bank 
It  was  chartered  as  no.  928  on  April  23,  1913  and  opened  for  business 
on  May  21,  1913.  At  that  time,  the  word  "Guaranty"  looked  reassuring 
on  the  bank's  sign;  ironically,  the  sign  is  still  standing  today. 

Although  there  was  no  building,  no  furnishings  and  no  supplies,  there 
were  high  hopes.  An  existing  building  was  rented  for  $5.00  a  month. 
The  furnishings  (including  a  Diebold  safe)  of  the  first  bank  were  bid  on 
and  bought  for  $600.00.  Stationery  was  ordered  from  Clarke  &  Counts 
for  $165.00.  The  cashier's  salary,  the  only  one  authorized,  was  set  at 
$75.00  per  month.  Minutes  of  the  first  directors'  meeting  clearly  state. 
"The  other  officers  offer  their  services  without  salary."  It  did  not  cost 
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much  to  have  a  bank  in  those  halcyon  days  before  World  War  I. 

The  old  building,  with  its  emblazoned  sign,  still  stands.  The  Diebold 
safe,  with  its  time  lock,  is  still  used  by  the  U.S.  Post  Office.  A  few  old 
letterheads  and  stock  certificates  still  exist. 

The  bank  began  business  with  that  safe,  two  desks,  some  chairs,  two 
wooden  file  drawers,  an  adding  machine  and  a  stove  with  pipes,  all 
secondhand.  By  fall  1913,  the  directors  were  considering  building,  and 
they  purchased  a  Main  Street  corner  lot  for  $200.00.  On  that,  they  had 
constructed  a  "25x40  brick  building"  with  concrete  and  tile  floor, 
pressed  tin  ceiling,  a  walk-in  vault,  two-window  cage  and  front  and 
back  offices. 

This  was  the  heyday  of  the  little  bank.  In  the  fall  of  1916,  the  state 
banking  department  issued  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  "Never  in  the 
history  of  Texas  has  such  a  vast  accumulation  of  money  been  on  deposit 
in  her  banks  .."  In  1915,  two  years  after  charter,  the  McDade  bank  paid 
a  franchise  tax  of  $10.00  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a 
corporation  income  tax  of  $6.18  to  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue. 
Although  a  country  bank,  she  had  her  distinctions  over  the  years: 

-  a  shareholder  and  director  was  one  of  the  prime  targets  in  that 
"Christmas  shoot-out" 

-  two  women  served  on  her  board 

-  the  cashier  was  listed  in  Dunn  &  Bradstreet 

-  moved  under  Bond  Security,  1924,  as  McDade  State  Bank 

-  safely  weathered  the  depression  of  1929  and  the  "Bank  Holiday  of 
1933 

But  in  1934,  my  grandfather,  J.F.  Metcalfe,  the  first  cashier,  now 
president,  saw  that  the  day  of  the  little  bank  was  over.  He  liquidated, 
saw  his  depositors  safely  into  another  bank,  and  closed  the  doors  on 
May  7,  1934. 

The  U.S.  Postal  Service  acquired  the  building  and  moved  from  the  old 
Rock  Front  Saloon  building.  The  saloon  building  is  now  the  Historical 
Association  headquarters.  Saloons  and  banks  may  come  and  go,  but 
McDade  and  its  buildings  keep  going. ..and  going. ..and  going.

Can't? 

Can,  Too! 

(Dispelling  some  common  myths  about  exhibiting) 

Very  often,  people  will  go  to  great  lengths  and  develop  very 
elaborate  “reasons"  as  to  why  they  are  "unable"  to  place  an  exhibit.  If 
the  same  amount  of  time  and  effort  were  devoted  to  preparing  an 
exhibit,  only  a  very  small  amount  of  additional  energy  would  be 
necessary  to  complete  it.  Therefore,  I  would  like  to  dispel  some 
common  reasons  given  for  not  exhibiting,  and  challenge  each  and  every 
one  of  you  to  place  an  exhibit  at  TNA  '95: 

5.  7  just  don't  know  how  to  prepare  an  exhibit."  Well,  this 
is  the  easiest  one  to  fix.  In  the  December  edition  of  the  TNA 
News,  this  column  will  deal  with  the  method  to  properly  an 
exhibit. 

4.  7  can't  write  well  enough  to  put  the  text  together." 

Just  remember,  the  object  is  to  show  off  your  numismatic 
items  and  have  very  concise,  yet  informative,  text  to  tell 
about  them.  It  does  not  take  a  literary  expert  to  do  an 
adequate  job. 

3.  7  am  not  artistic  enough  to  do  an  exhibit."  Just  as  in 
#3,  very  little  artistic  talent  is  needed  The  ability  to 
neatly  place  items,  in  a  manner  that  is  pleasing  to  the  eye 
and  informative  to  the  uninformed  are  all  that's  needed. 

2.  "My  material  is  not  good  enough  to  exhibit."  As  long  as 
it  is  placed  neatly  and  in  an  eye-appealing  manner,  any 
material  that  you  are  proud  of  and  want  to  show  off  is 
perfectly  fine  to  exhibit.  Condition  only  counts  for  a  small 
amount  of  the  total  score  for  an  exhibit. 

1.  7  just  don't  have  enough  time  to  prepare  an  exhibit." 

This  is  the  most  common  reason  given  for  not  exhibiting. 

Well,  if  my  calculations  are  correct,  you  should  have  about 
five  months  left  to  get  it  together. 

Remember,  exhibiting  is  a  great  way  to  show  off  the  items  you  are 
most  proud  of,  and  to  educate  the  public  about  numismatics.  So,  please  - 

DONT  BE  INHIBITED!  PROUDLY  PROCLAIM.

President  Robby 
Robinson  presented  a  very  interesting  and  informative  program  on  coin 
glass,  practical  glassware  that  uses  coin  designs  as  a  decorative  theme. 
Robby  said  that  coin  glass  was  believed  to  have  its  U.S.  origins  around 
1850,  with  quality  pieces  produced  by  the  1870's.  He  also  told  some 
fascinating  stories  about  certain  manufacturers,  and  their  experiences 
with  the  U.S.  Treasury  department.  Although  coin  glass  is  hard  to  come 
by  these  days,  Robby  displayed  some  examples  In  addition  to  Robby's 
program,  there  was  a  lot  of  discussion  in  anticipation  of  the  club's 
annual  show,  to  be  held  November  19-20  at  the  Wichita  Falls  Activity 
Center.  Last  year's  show  was  a  sellout,  and  most  of  the  same  dealers 
have  already  signed  up  for  this  one.  Connolly  O'Brien,  who  has  also 
successfully  produced  a  commercial  show,  is  bourse  chairman.  It  was 
noted  that,  with  the  expansion  of  Sheppard  Air  Force  Base  and  the 
increased  military  population,  Wichita  Falls  is  enjoying  an  increase  in 
hobby  and  entertainment  interest.
